Once the Facilities Department, which kept 
up correspondence with the school 
administration, identified additional space was 
going to be needed for incoming middle school 
students at the start of the 2014 school year, 
architects began planning. From there a rather 
quick timeline of planning in December 2012 and 
funding in November 2013 lead to construction 
contracts.being signed in March 2014. 

Official construction began in April 2014 
with pre-existing pipes being identified, relocated 
if necessary, and improved for»continued use. 
Later a concrete perimeter foundation. with 
intermediate piers was shipped from Pennsylvania 
in two waves. The building sections were placed 
together before interior, exterior and mechanical 
systems were all put in place. 

16,000. square — feel, _ containing. 15 
classrooms was constructed in the time frame of 
just 5 months! 

By the beginning of August 25th, 2014 the 
brand new modular classrooms were ready for 
the influx of students, ready to become.a place of 
enjoyment and learning.

This year for the fall play, the cast of 16 students became their 
own playwrights, enveloping themselves in a workshop experience. 
They began by brainstorming concepts from the phrase “lost and 
found" and creating short improvisations around those ideas. According 
to Junior Katrina Chaput, this was an interesting part of the process, 
because “it was a time when we all could just pitch any crazy idea and 
suddenly everyone would be building off of it into a cohesive scene.” 
The cast continued to improvise scenes until they found a character for 
whom they could build an entire story around. The final piece, The 
Magician and the Runaway, tells the tale of Maximilian VUunior Mat 
Benson), a real magician searching for a way to heal his daughter Bella 
(Freshman Mona Tavangar). He works for the manipulative and 
calculating Madame Grey (Chaput), who demands that he find and 
capture a young, troubled girl named Cathy (Senior Serena Lehman) 
because she believes Cathy is powerful enough to undo the curse that 
was placed on her. The play delves into Max's struggle with morality as 
he unwittingly develops a father-daughter relationship with Cathy, who 
reminds him of Bella. The world the students created was full of magic 
and adventure, and the story had just the right mix of heartbreak and 
hope. However, the process wasn't always easy. According to Chaput, it 
was difficult because the cast “had 16 creative minds all trying to write 
one cohesive story, and compromise was something we all had to 
learn." Benson agrees, saying that “sometimes we had a lot of good 
ideas and we didn't know how to make them all work.” In the end 
however, the actors all agree the workshop experience was rewarding. 
Lehman says, “After all the challenges, watching this full-length play 
finally come together was really magical, because we could look at it 
and say ‘look at that, we did that'.”

“Each photographer 
on the team represents a different side of the student population that they wish to reveal and brings a 
unique perspective on how to approach and interact with subjects," said photographer Rebecca 
Andersen. The page is modeled after Brandon Stanton's popular blog Humans of New York, in which 
LHS photographers will photograph students and later ask them for a quote to go along with it. The 
quotes that are given appear on the page (mostly) unfiltered and display the diversity in students’ 
thoughts.

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The Revolution is the 2014-2015 Lexington High School Yearbook of Lexington, Massachusetts. It is the school's 90th volume 
and 11th full-color book. The book contains 228 pages of of vivid color photography to document the minutes in the halls of our 
hallowed school. This book was published by Herff Jones Yearbooks in Kansas City, MO, with the support of representatives Susan 
Happel and Missy Miller and their in-plant support team, too. 

The Revolution was produced using the web application, eDesign, a Herff Jones proprietary software. The cover was created in 
collaboration with graphic designer Ashley Joiner at a Herff Jones sponsored cover clinic in the spring of 2014. The cover is a special 
process soft lamination for an almost suede-like feel, and an ultra-violet lamination gloss has been applied to certain colorful 
elements on the front and back cover. The endsheets are a Pantone trend aqua color to complement our vivid color palette from 
the cover. 

We used the font family of AHJ Syntax throughout the book for our headline packages, mods, articles and captions. 

The color palette was composed of a variety of Pantone trend colors pulled from fashion trends of 2013, 2014 & 2015 - the 
name of the game was vivid and bright. 

Professional portraits, sports photos, activities photos and school function photos were provided by Burlington Studios of 
Burlington, MA. The majority of candid photos were taken by staff members using The Revolution's Canon EOS Rebel T2i and other 
digital cameras belonging to various staff members and the school library. All copies for The Revolution were written by an editor or 
a staff member. 

The LHS Yearbook is a member of the Columbia Scholastic Press Association (CSPA), the New England Scholastic Press 
Association (NESPA), the American Scholastic Press Association (ASPA), and the Quill and Scroll Society. 

The theme of this year's book is “Every Minute Counts”. It was conceived in Spring 2014 through the collaborative efforts of 
the Revolution staff. To represent the theme through the design, the staff decided to incorporate headlines and designs related to 
time. The theme “Every Minute Counts” resonates within LHS students' hearts because here at LHS, literally every minute does 
count. All students know what multiple all nighters feel like and the stress when deadlines are thrown at your feet left and right. 
Every single minute counts when students have a huge workload, whether it be academics, extracurriculars, events, fund raisers, or 
even yearbook where the staff tries to capture a portrait of peoples' lives in a particular school year. Even the teachers want to have 
as much time as possible as they teach students down to the last minute before the bell rings and possibly a minute or two after.
